We have befire us files of the Alas- 
ka Times to the 2nd inst..The Cham- 
ber of Commerce held a meeting on 
the Ist inst., at which a Committee 
appointed in february to consider the 
subject of protecting the seal trade, 
reported at considerable length. 
do not propose publishing this report 
in extenso, but only such portions as 
are likely tointerest our readers. The 


Committee ‘find that the Russiyti Far | 


Co. reported to have taken. “during 
1866-7 trom the islands of Ounalaska, 
Omega, St. Michael, Atkha, Alter , 
Kodiac and Cook's Inlet, 7,970 musk: 
rats, 558 lynx, 6,738 martins, 
bears, 18,476 beavers, 6,738 foxes, 2,765 
land otters and 3,905 sea otters. These 
the Committee have estimated at 
$350,000. They took from the islands 
of St: Paul and St. George 137,943 
fur seals and 3,657 foxes, valued at 
$900,000. The Committeé ‘find that 
the total value of the furs taken by 
the Russian-American Far Company 
from the islands nanied, during the 
years of 1866 and 1867 to be $1,250,- 
000 an annual average of $625,000; 

worth, at the 
very lowest estimate; $75,000 . per 
annum after leaving seals enough to 
supply food for the natives, to say 
nothing about the very rich fertaliz— 
ing deposits from the decomposed 


‘besides the seal oil, 


bones and-flesh ofthe seals for more | 


than forty ‘years. The Committee 
proceeded to deal with the question 
of protection, The fur trade is the 
only wealth of the country at present 
available and should, therefore, be 
carefully guarded, and left open to all 
American. vessels under ‘proper. res— 
trictions to cicourage the develop- 
ment of other interests. The fisher- 
ies, for instance, are very extensive, 
and a voyage for furs, if unsuccessful, 
might prove profitable on the fishing 
banks. .The fur trade is the stimu- 
lant .to gd there, and ‘once there 
other interests would attract atten- 
tion.” The Committee see no reason 
for the limit (100,000) of seals'to be 
killed annually, proposed by: the bill 
befure Congress, and think that uns 
der proper restrictions a much larger 
‘number might be killed without in- 
jury. They strongly protest against 
granting a monopoly of the trade to 
any company whatever; but ‘cori- 
sider that as the territory cost the 
people’even millions, its trade should 
be -open to all ciuzens who chosse to 
engage in it, and they are of opinion 
that the that trade: may 
easily be increased to $1,400,090 per 
annum. This trade they consider the

The report concludes as follows :—. 


“ We regret, inconclusion, that our 
limited: time would not allow an ex- 
tened inquiry into the undeveloped re- 
‘sources of Alaska,. though trom the 
incidental knowledge which we have 
acquired in our investigations relae 
tive to the fur trade of our islands, 


we are persuaded that its resources |
